Liberty—sa open Bible and a con¬ 
stitutional government;—Intelligence, 
diffused and insured to all o l a ssss; and 
Equality and Impartiality undar and 
before tbs law; these are tbs elements 
oa whioh public opinion depends for 
its growth and its potency. 

It has, as we have before said, a very 
modest and humble origin in the un- 
ooaaoioua and on observed individual 
mind. Here it is, perhaps unwittingly, 
fostered and trained, till its time and 
opportunity for “ coming out" arrives. 
The a it coalesces with similar dcvelojr 
meats in other minds. This process 
goes on from time to time, in every case 
adding to its area and momentum, till 
it ultimately becomes a mighty force. 
" Tbe weight of publio opinion ” is a 
phrase that has long sino* passed into 
n proverb. When public opinion oiearly 
manifests its will, woo to the citisen 
who disregards its admonitions, or who 
attempt* to obstruct its mandates. 

A publio offleer, or a political aspir 
ant, failing to perceive the rising tide 
of opposition to him, or his msasures, 
will sarely be swept sway aa with a 
besom of destruction. 

Tbe tendency of poblio sentiment 
and its growing strength are frequently 
discerned long before it declares Its 
fiaA This is perhaps most evident in 
political matters. When great public 
measures tre under consideration then 
nervous and timid men, and especially 
demagogue#, are oa the fui *iw to catch 
every evidence of favoring currents and 
every sound of impending storms. 

Ws have alluded in oar first paper 
on tbe subject jo two atages in the for¬ 
mation or growth of publie opinion. 
We now speak of a third stage. Thu 
is by publie meetings for comparison of 
views, and debate of question^ This 
is valuable aa a means to ventilate in¬ 
dividual thoughts, to harmonise varied 
sentiments, and then to oono«ntrate 
them into one solid opinion. This 
would, of oouree, determine and cx- 
preea th* prevailing sentiments of that 
meeting on tbe question considered; 
bat, except for the community which 
these msn represented, and for * local 
question which concerned only that 
community, it would not be publio 
opinion.

THI DEATH PENALTY. 

Many eminent men have advocated 
tbs total abolishment of tbe death pen¬ 
alty, *nd some have contended that its 
existence on tbe statute book, is a dis¬ 
grace to any civilised community, and 
that it never did, nor never will dimin¬ 
ish ths number of murderers. If we 
admit the death sentence to be a relic 
of barbarism, and afterwards discover 
that its axis ten os affords human socie¬ 
ty protection from tbe assaults ot men 
of hardened character, it should be re¬ 
tained as a blessing, rather than be ex¬ 
tinguished as a curse. The protection 
of each member of society has always 
been the object in riew in establishing 
penal codes, and if this result be not 
attained, then the law becomes a mock¬ 
ery. If the legislature of every State 
in tbe Union were to enact a law abol¬ 
ishing the death penalty, and the Fed¬ 
eral authorities were to adopt tbe asms 
measure in reference to th* crime of 
Treason and Piracy, the ratio in whioh 
thee* offence# would increase might 
demonstrate tbe restraining influence 
of the death penalty. 

To a person of refined sensibilities 
there is something of unmingled hor¬ 
ror in a civil execution. Tbe ghastly 
details are commented upon by the 
public prints even to the last spasm of 
agony, and very few who read would 
hesitate to prononnoe it barbarous in 
the extreme. Tbe consideration of the 
public good, however, must prevail 
even at the coat of personal feeling, 
and if the frequent recurrence of exe¬ 
cutions prevent the commission of ma¬ 
lignant crimes, every sound moralist 
must prononnoe in its favor. 

If the lswa were certain in their ac¬ 
tion, for certainty and not eeverity, car¬ 
ries s dread of punishment, the number 
of deeper offenoea would soon he re¬ 
duced, and become comparatively rare. 
In this country, the enforcement of tbe 
death penalty seems absolutely neces¬ 
sary to the security of every oitisen. 
If in every State tbe commission of 
murder should be quickly foDowed by 
the sentence of death, there would be 
much more protection afforded than if 
the offenders were imprisoned for life. 
In most of th* State*, a change of Gov- 
ernor*,filf not a change In political sen¬ 
timent, takes plaoe once in two years 
Place a man in ths Penitentiary, and 
hia chances for pardon are often of snob 
a character that he actually begins to 
eownt tbe days when be shall again be 
at liberty to oommit the aeoood offence, 
with the Executive pardon in hia 
pocket 

While there exists th* rafoptsst 
clienee for Executive tlrasfl^ the 
law* become powerless in tbe preven¬ 
tion of crime. Among so many ohaaces 
of escaping, the needy and hare-fisoed 
offender overlooks th# few who suffer , 
he boldly engages ia soms deep*rat* 
attempt to relieve bis wants or supply 
hia vieus; and If abcxpcctodly th* 
hand of justios overtakes hiss, ho deems 
himself pocuHsriy csfortunate, hi fell¬ 
ing at last a sacrifice to those laws, 
whack long imp unity had ta^ht him
